1. FIRST SECRETARY VAN OORDT (NETHERLANDS) INFORMED DEPT. 

THAT BELGIAN CHARGE HAD YESTERDAY PROPOSED TO DUTCH EOREIGN 
MINISTER THAT EC-9 REQUEST ARABS TO CHANGE PLO RESOLUTION 

BY (A) (1) CHANGING "THE REPRESENTATIVE OF THE PALESTINIAN 
PEOPLE", (2) "A REPRESENTATIVE OE A PALESTINE PEOPLE; AND 
(B) DELETE WORDS "IN PLENARY". 

2. PRESUMPTION WAS THAT EC-9 COULD THEN VOTE EOR PLO 
RESOLUTION. DUTCH EOREIGN MINISTER TOLD BELGIAN CHARGE 
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THAT HE DID NOT THINK ARABS WOULD ACCEPT THESE CHANGES AT 
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THIS LATE DATE. HE REQUESTED BELGIANS NOT TO APPROACH 
ARABS PRIOR TO DISCUSSION OP THIS PROPOSAL BY EC-9 
POREIGN MINISTERS IN LUXEMBOURG ON MONDAY MORNING. VAN 
OORDT SAID THAT DUTCH MISSION TO UN HAD TOLD THE HAGUE 
THERE LITTLE CHANCE ARABS WOULD ACCEPT THIS CHANGE AT
